PIPELINE TO HAIFA 


Construction Not Yet 
Agreed Upon

JERUSALEM 

Discussions on the possibility of con- 
structing a large pipeline from Elath 
to Haifa as an alternative means of 
transport to the Suez Canal have not 
yet reached “a practical stage,’ a 
Foreigh Ministry spokesman. stated 
here this week. 


Several firms—British,' French, and 
American—had evinced an imterest in the 
project, the spokesman said, but none had 
yet agreed in principle to undertake its 
implementation. 

The first survey into the possibility of 
such a pipeline was made by British 
experts in 1951. It was then estimated 
that the most economical scheme would 
be. 10. construct..a thirty-to thirty-two- 
inch pipeline. capable of transporting 
between 17,000,000 and 22,000,000. tons 
The cost of building 
such a pipeline today is estimated to be 

Israel revived the project and 
approached several ¢ycn 
before the recent hostilities with Egypt 
began. In the meantime 
begun to-lay its own eight-inch pipeline 
through the Negev to serve her own oil 
needs.

Tremendous Tasks Ahead 


Introducing the report of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, its Chairman, 


Janner, stated that “ notwithstanding the . 


great efforts made by the * Joint” and 
the Red Cross {in Austria], tremendous 
tasks are still ahead of us and the other 
Jewish bodies.” In this country, he 
said, the urgent task was. to help the 
Central British Fund to provide. accom- 


modation for the increasing number. of. 


refugees. The C.B.F. was. now negotiat- 
ing ‘in. Brighton and Bournemouth for 
the acquisition of accommodation, and 
was prepared, in addition, to pay a 
réasonable amount for. accommodation 
in. private homes. All organisations 
interested in helping the refugees should 
appeal to their members to provide such 
accommodation and inform the B.F: 
about it. 
Turning to the question of relief for 
the 90.000 Jews still in Hungary itself, 
Mr. Janner said that one of the ways 
in which they could be helped was by 
the dispatch of parcels. of food and 
clothing to individual persons whose 
names and addresses were known. The 
dispatch of food and clothing in bulk to 
the community for he

Arrival in Israel 


CHILD’S PRO-NASSER 
RECITATION

JERUSALEM 
A four-year-old Egyptian Jewish 
child, Rachel Zaggoun, stood up and 
recited in parrot-like fashion: * Eden 
is dead in the Canal and we are the 


children of Abdul Nasser: She then 
smiled in the manner of a_ child 


awaiting a reward: for. a lesson well 
learnt. .She had learned the recitation 
at an Egyptian kindergarten. 

Rachel was one of 78 immigrants 
who arrived on Tuesday in Israel from 
Egypt via Athens. They had travelled 
in a special E] Al ‘plane. Among them 
were many children and young people. 
Most of them looked well dressed and 
fairly prosperous, but they arrived 
penniless. While ine Athens they had 
been dependent on charity for their 
maintenance as they waited for seven 
days for -transport to Israel, 


Ordered to Leave 


Many of them had relatives awaiting 
them. There were moving scenes at 
Lydda Airport as those for whose safety 
there had been grave anxicty were- warmly 
welcomed by members. of their families 
who had already settled in Israel. 

Most of. the refugees told the same 
tragic story which runs hke an unbrokéa 
thread through Jewish history—‘ police 
came at midnight: and-told us that we 
must leave Egypt within six days or else 
we. would be. put- into. prison.” 

Rachel Zaggoun came with her parents, 
Her father, Mr. Maurice Zaggoun told 
me that he had been a salesman in.a large 
store, David Addis and Sons, in Cairo. 
owned by a Jew of British nationality 
The owner, with his hands. ‘bound. 
becn taken to a ‘plane and told to leave 
Cairo. He left. property in Egypt valued 
at £6,000,000, including shops and other 
buildings. The police left the Zaggoun 
family penniless, taking away even their 
wedding rings. The -police ordered the 
family to leave Egypt within six days. The 
‘Swiss Consul provided the family. with 
travel tickets and they left in a Greek 
ship. |

already well established—came out with 
gifts of fruit and biscuits. The Jewish 
Agency provided the. newcomers with 
beds and miattrcsses, stools, oi! lamps, 
cookers, plates, and tin crockery, as well 
as with parcels of food. Each family 
was given half of a prefabricated house. 

Tired and bewildered, the women were 
tearful, the children fretful, and the men 
Stony-cyed as they ‘put together ther 
new meagre possessions.

SYDNEY 
About 750 Hungarian Jewish 
refugees have been interviewed by 


Australian Government. officials in 
Austria and are to leave for Australia 
shortly. 

The. - Jewish Welfare Society has 
instructed its branches’ in’ the various 
cities of Australia. to prepare to receive 
the refugees, who are expected to arrive 
in January. 

Meanwhile. committees of Hungarian 
Jewish residents in Australia are being 
formed to. assist in the reception and 
settlement of the refugees. 
mittees, under the guidance of branches 
of the Welfare Society. are collecting 
funds. and assembling clothing depots. 
In Sydney alone 75 householders have 


guaranteed accommodation for 150 adults | 


accommodation to be made available in 
the hostels of the Welfare Society and by 
relatives of the Hungarian refugees.

Call for Peace 


General Allon said in a broadcast over 
the Israeli radio that the Gaza Sirip 
should remain part. of Israel at all costs, 
notwithstanding the difficulties arising 
from the presence of the large Arab 
population im the Strip. That was a 
problem which could be solved by a 
constructive Isracit approach in con- 
junction with Unned Nations assistance 

General. Allon also insisted that the 
Sinat Peninsula should not be handed 
over to Egypt without there being a peace 
settlement with Israel in- return. In. face 
of new Egyptian threats, he said, the 
withdrawal of Israch forces should -be 
limited at most to an area along the 
El Arish-Abu Ageila line down to the 
mouth of the Gulf of Aqaba. 

There is a great deal of confusion here 
about the future of the Gaza Strip 
Foreign Ministry officials have hesitated 


o to make any forthright statements about 


it for fear of provoking hostile Egyptian 
reaction, supported perhaps by Russ:a and 
possibly other nations. Moreover, there 
appears to be some apprehension that if 
Israel should take any action to incorpor- 
ate the Strip into her territory, relief for 
the refugees by the United Nations Rehef 
and Works Agency ({Unrwa) might be 
reduced or even withdrawn 

As a sbort term arrangement Israel 
would prefer the maimtenance of the 
present status quo m the Gaza Strip-—that 
she should be left in control of the area 
without at present gormg mto the question 
of its sovereignty. As a less. acceptable 
alternative, the temporary administration 
of the area by the United Nations would 
not be strongly opposed—nor would it 
be warmly accepted—-if there were some

In the circumstances it is not far- 
fetched to imagine what was. the 
reaction. in the minds of many of the 
Slave-driven Israelites on learning of 
the ‘prospect of deliverance, Dream- 
ing of a free life with nobody to 
account to for their actions, they 
would make up for the years of 
bondage by throwing all restraint to 
the wind.and giving full rein to their 
desires. That js, in fact, a tendency 
of human. nature—to pass: from one 
extreme to its opposite. It is a 
common experience that when a per- 
son has been kept under strict chéck 
for a length of time and is set free, 
he often indulges in wild licence and 
abuses his Irberty. 


FOR that reason the significant addi- 


tion “that he may serve Me” was 
made to the ultimatum presented. to 
Pharaoh. Israel was to be. delivered 
from Egyptian bondage, not to have 
the opportunity of running amok, but 
to pass under another form of 
bondage. The people, no longer 
Slaves to men, were to become servants 
to. God. There. was only to be a 
change of masters; yet the change 
was all-important... Whereas the old 
Slavery was demoralising, destroying

their manhood and crippling their 
spirit, the new service jnto which they 
were to enter would be ennobling and 
elevating todbody and soul alike. Old 
restrictions would go, but new duties 
take their place.

Friendly Attitude Has 
Not Changed

The Labour Party’s friendly attitude 
towards Israel has not changed despite 
the recent developments in the Middie 
East. 

This_is made clear in a party policy 
pamphlet, “The Truth About Suez, 
issued this week, sctting out Labour's 
views on the Canal crisis.. In a section 
on Israel, the Party ridictles the sugges- 
tion that the Conservative Government ts 


concerned about Israel's security and 
alleges that when Labour urged the 
Government to supply Israel with 


weapons to match those supplied to the 
Arabs by the Communisis, it increased 
arms exports to Egypt. 

Labour, the pamphlet said, had always 
insisted that a Middle East settlement 
must include guarantees for Israel and 
had continually pressed the Government 
for such guarantees. It still believed that 
in any Middle East settlement. Israel was 
entitled to receive guarantees that her 
frontiers would be safe and that her ships 
would enjoy the same rights in the Suez 
Canal and the Gulf of Aqaba as those of 
any other country. : 

The pamphlet makes a number. of pro- 
posals for a “real peace settlement in 
the Middle East. This settiement—to be 
concluded, if possible, throveh direct 
negotiations—should aim at the ending of 
the state of war beiween Israe! and the 
Arabs and of the economic blockade of 
Israel: a solution of the problem of the 
Arab refugees: and a guarantee to Israel 
and the Arab States against aggression 
from any quarter. 

In addition, Labour demands that 
Egypt be called upon to stop the 
expulsion. of civilians: urges that negotia- 
tions with Egypt on the future control of 
the Suez Canal be resumed on the basis 
of the United Nations. principles; and

now in the Suez area be used to police

Moslem Opinion of

The Arabs’ violent opposition to 

Zionism and. to the Jewish State 
arose from. the tradition instilled 
by their theologians that a Jew was 
inferior to a Moslem, stated Mr. Elie 
Kedourie, Lecturer at the London 
Economics, ‘when he 
addressed a meeting of the University 
of London Jewish Union Society, at 
Hillel House, W.C.1., last week. 

was a new thing in the history of 
Moslem countries, he said, that a group 
of non-believers, who have always been 
considered inferior and ‘second class” 
citizens, should suddenly decide to be 
equal and demand to be treated accord- 
ingly. 

Ever since the famous document 
granted by the Caliph Omar to the 
Christian citizens of Syria in the Middle 
Ages and setting out how they could live 
and preserve their property, non-Moslems 
were regarded as_ inhabitants ‘on 
sufferance.” While Arabs did not deny 
that Christians and Jews were praying to 
the same God, the non-Moslem religions 
were not considered of equal standing, 
Mr. Kedourie said. In modern times, 


with the creation of independent 
Arab States, new tensions arose as 
Government officials embarked on a 


policy of ‘conditioning’ non-Moslem 
citizens by an education aimed at making 
everybody an Arab.”

ANTISEMITISM IN 
POLAND 


Dismissal of Jewish 
Workers 
By a Special Correspondent 


Jewish leaders in Poland are greatly 


perturbed at the growing number of © 


dismissals of Jews from State-owned 
factories as a 
emergence of antisemitism. 

Admitting for the first time openly that 
these dismissals have become a frequent 
occurrence, the Warsaw FoL_ks-SZTYME 
of December 12 announged that. steps 
have been taken to find employment else- 
where for Jews who have had to leave 
their posts, 

This disturbing item of news was given 
prominence on the front page of the 
paper. In view of the frequent cases of 
the dismissal of Jews from their jobs, 
declared the Fo.ks-SzTymMe, measures 
have been taken to seek new employment. 
At a meeting of the executive of the 
Cultural-Social.. Association. of Polish 
Jews, it was decided to send a delegation 
to the Central Union of the Workers 
Corporation to discuss the question of 
finding employment for Jews in the Co- 
operatives. It was also decided to create 
a special committee to deal with the 
problem of employment. 

The announcement im. the: Fork- 
SZTYME came only a. few days after the 
discussion of antisemitism in Poland at 
a Plenary Session of the Executive of the 
Cultural-Social Association. 


Full details of the discussions, as well: 


as the resolutions adopted by the meet- 
ing, held in Warsaw at the beginning of 
December, with the participation of 


delegates from-all over Poland, are now’ 


to hand. These show the great apprehen- 
sion on the part.of most. speakers over 
the reappearance of anti-Jewish feeling 
and demonstrations almost everywhere in 
Poland. Even members: of the Polish 
Communist Party are not immune. 


* Official Silence ” 


Several resolutions 
Plenary. Session were devoted to ‘this 
subject, expressing: anxiety at the 
official silence. on antisemitism.” One 
resolution expressed “ particular anxiety,” 
which, it said, was felt by Jewish: com- 
munal leaders in the country because the 
leadership of..the* Rarty and Govern- 
ment "> had so far failed. publicly to take 
a clear-cut attitude towards. the. occur- 
rence of antisemitic. incidents, anti- 
semitic. manfestations, and discrimination. 

Spe ikers at the pienary session laid 
special emphasis on the need to improve 
and. enrich Jewish.-communal. life in 
Poland, and:the leadérs admitted openh 
that in the past many errors. had been 
committed. One error was the failure 
on the part. of. the Cultural. and: Social 
Association of Polish Jéws to. maintain 
‘contacts with the Jewish. populations 
in different countries and to demonstrate 
readiness. to co-operate with them,”

| antisemitism was taken up by the Jewish 


conference, the official organ. TRYBUNA 
Lupu, of Warsaw, published an article 
entitled: Pestilence that Poisons. Life, 
condemning antisemitism in very strong 
terms. . The. subject; ut stated, was a 
tragic one, but had to be dealt with. 
The paper recalled the history of anti- 
semitism in Poland and other countries, 
and denounced racialism “as a bastard 
child of fascism.” In democratic Poland, 
the paper said, there should be no room 
for any national friction, still less for 
racial conflicts. 

Almost simultaneously. another. Warsaw 
daily, the. Zycue Warszawt, published 
an article by Mr. Stefan Arski, a former 
member of the Sociaist Party and now 
one. of Poland’s. leading journalists, 
asking for the rehabilitation © of 
Ehrlich and W. Alter, the two prominent 
leaders. of the Jewish Bund in. Poland, 
executed in the U.S.S.R. in December, 
1941. Himself a Jew, Arski declared 
that these two leading Jewish Socialists 
were the victims of the system of provo- 
cation known as “ Beriaism.”

Dr. Goldmann Replies to- Critics

JERUSALEM 

A declaration pledging solidarity 
with Israel as well as financial and 
political aid, and expressing admira- 
tion for the vajour of the Israeli Army 
in the Sinai campaign, ‘was agreed to 
at a meeting of the “Small” Actions 
Committee here last week. 

Almost the entire debate was taken 
up with the question whether Jews 
in. the Diaspora, especially’ American 
Jews, had rallied sufficiently to Israel's 
cause during the receiut crisis.

SHOCK FOR 
SCHOOLS 


CONTROVERSY tends to rage 
at its fiercest in issues concerning 
the distribution of public funds. 
An obvious example has arisen 
during recent weeks with regard to 
the allocation of Claims Conference 
funds for cultural purposes in 
Great Britain. The fact has now 
been disclosed by the Rev. Dr. 
Abraham Cohen in. his. speech 
to the Board of Deputies, reported 
elsewhere in this issue that the Advi- 
‘sory Committee for cultural claims 
which had been set up for this 
country under the chairmanship of 
the Chief Rabbi has virtually dis- 
integrated. What appears to have 
caused this development was the 
determination of Dr. Fox, a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Committee, to 
press a new claim by the Zionist 
Federation Educational Trust for a 
grant of £30,000 for the building 
and other expenses of the new 
Zionist. day school movement. 
While in the past the Advisory 
Committee had been able to main- 
tain unanimity in its recommenda- 
tions, on this occasion it submitged 
both majority and minority reports. 


Most of this heated disputation 
has, however, become academic in 
the light of the decisions taken in 
New York last week (and reported 
on page 10 of this issue). The 


~ Exeeutive Committee of the Claims 


Conference, having considered all 


the cultural claims emanating from: 


the United Kingdom, has decided 
to recommend to the Directors that 
no further funds be given to Jewish 
primary and secondary schools 
previously supported by the Con- 
ference. Thus, neither the schools 
supported by Dr. Fox nor those of 
his chief target, Dr. Schonfeld, are 
to receive anything direct at all: 
Instead, on the principle expressly 
stated that “the whole of Jewish 
education can be assisted in this 
way, through the official com- 
munal agency service,” 
the Directors are recommended to 


~ make a- grant of £10,000 to the 


London Board for Jewish Religious 
Education for a teachers’ training 
project, though, in fact, no express 
claim was made by the London 
Board for this purpose.

It is no doubt a drastic method 


of settling the squabble of the 


schools. . But distasteful as this 
rejection will undoubtedly be to 
the school claimants, it is. to be 
hoped that they will 
decision in its proper perspective. 
These funds recovered from Ger- 
many were always intended to be 
used to assist in the rehabilitation 
of victims of Nazi oppression and 
were surely not intended to relieve 
Jewish communities of financial 
responsibilities they. would nor- 
mally bear themselves. While it ts 
no doubt true that a number of 
the pupils at these schools would 
not have been there but for Nazi 
oppression-—and those who saved 
refugee childten must be honoured 
for their efforts—the Anglo-Jewish 
community. and its. constituent 
groups have always in. the past 
put. themselves..out.to.. bear...the 
financial burdens arising from new 
waves of immigration. It ‘is both 
unworthy and undignified that this 
great community should be a sup- 
plicant for funds from abroad. 
Our community has a proud tradi- 
aS a giving community, and it 
is a sad reversal that an inter- 
national body should have had 
cause to administer an unequivocal 
rebull. Such a rebuil was. :ndeed 
invited by the exaggerated nature 
of some of these claims. 

The disappointed claimants 
should take stock of the present 
Situation and not allow it to 
degenerate, to the further detriment 
of our community's good name. In 
particular, it would be a deplorable 
spectacle were the ‘Directors, at 
their meeting in London next 
month, to be greeted by the dis- 
agreeable importuning of their 
hosts: For the reasons we have 
previously adduced, the past opera- 
tions of the Advisory Committee 
have failed to gain the community's 
confidence. Both the Chief Rabbi 
and Dr. Cohen have recognised this

The appointment 
of an impartial advisory committee 
(or even a single rapporteur, as is 
the case at the moment on relief 
claims) is an urgent necessity if 
claims are not to suffer disagree- 
able treatment next year. Such a 
committee should establish clear 
and plain criteria for allocations. 
It might be thought proper, subject 
to the working of the constitution 
of the Claims Conference, to insti- 
tute a sort of block grant for the 
different countries, from which 
allocations could be made accord- 
ing to local estimates of need. It 
should be generally understood 
that schools are the responsibility 
of the community or of the group 
which promotes them ; that cultural 
grants should be made only in cases 
where victims of the Nazis or their 
dependants are engaged in a worthy 
enterprise which. neither they nor 
the community could be expected 
to subsidise; and that machinery 
should be established for adequate 
investigation of claims. 


Want and distress as. a conse-

CHANGES 
POLAND 


THE limited amount of freedom 
which, under the impetus of. the 
Gomulka leadership, the Poles have 
managed to wrest from Moscow 
has . also. produced’ important 
changes within the Jewish commu- 
nity in Poland. 
demonstrated by the 


resolutions 


adopted at a recent meeting in 


Warsaw of Polish-Jewish leaders, a 


fuller account of which appears in 
this issue. One immediate result. 


has been that the ‘Communist 


- Jeaders themselves, who for years 


have been fighting every expres- 


sion .of what they condemned as 


“Jewish nationalism,” especially 
emigration to Israel, have now been 
compelled to acknowledge its 
Emigration to Israel is 
no longer to be discouraged: On 
the contrary, every effort is te be 
made to help those Jews who wish 
to depart. Moreover, the Jewish 
leadership, yielding to the pressure 
of Jewish opinion there, has 
actually intervened with the Polish 


authorities to expedite facilities for 


exit permits. Thus the love for Israel 
and the desire to go there have 


‘prevailed over Communist propa- 


ganda, for, according to all reports, 
Communists themselves are among 
the prospective emigrants. There 
can now be little doubt that if the 


Jewish community in the U.S.S.R. . 


had the same means for a freer 
exercise Of their desires, they too 
would wish to join their brethren 
in Israel. 

But, surprisingly, the new. situa- 
tion in Poland has apparently also 
created a change which is detri- 
mental, to say the least, to Polish 
Jewry. , 
adinitted that Jews are being dis- 
missed from their posts. This-is so 
not only in. the. Government 
administration but also in factories, 
where it might be supposed that 
Socialist ideas of the fraternity of 
the workers would have. counter- 
acted antisemitic feeling. These 
dismissals must be going on on a 
large scale, since—as reported in 
the Warsaw 
executive of the Cultural-Social 
Association of Polish Jewry has 
found it 
Special committee to find new jobs 
for the unemployed. 


This definitely destroys the con- 
tention of the Communists, 
preached for. years, that their 
system alone is the answer to 
racial discrimination. What is hap- 
pening in Poland now gives the lie 
to this propaganda and should have 
completely disillusioned all Jewish 
Communists if they are honest. It 
is in this context, no doubt, that the 
FoLKs-SZTYME, which hitherto has 
been the Yiddish organ of the 
Communist Party in Poland, has 
changed its sub-title. By a decision 
of the editorial board, apparently 
inspired by the party proper, the 
paper will from now on stand for 


the entire Jewish community in 


Poland, the assumption being that 
it has no longer a party affiliation.

PRINCIPAL RABBI 


Tuis week's installation of Rabbi 
Morris Swift as Principal Rabbi of 
the Federation of Synagogues gives 
that important—if somewhat 
incohesive—body a much-neéded 
spiritual head and offers it the 
opportunity of contributing . more 
effectively ‘to the religious life of 
Orthodox Judaism. in this country. 
During its seventy years of exist- 
ence, the Federation has struggled 
along almost continuously without 
a spiritual head. Only for nine 
years did the late.Rabbi Dr. Meir 
Jung act as Chief Minister, while 
for a brief three years Rabbi 
Kopul Rosen was Principal Rabbi. 
When the Federation was founded 
in 1887, it embodied 16 small syna- 
gogues in the East End of London. 
Now it comprises four constituent 


synagogues and 57 affiliated syna- 


gogues situated in most parts of 
Greater London and -two in the 
Provinces. Even the services of a 
zealous Va’'ad_ Harabbonim can 
scarcely be expected to exert a 
sufficiently unifying influence over 


such extensive organisation, 
which is claimed to be the second 
largest synagogal body in_ the’ 
country. It -must be obvious 
enough, therefore, that Rabbi 
Swift's. appointment will. afford 


him great possibilities of religious 
leadership in a field where wise 
pastoral guidance eagerly 
awaited. Nor is this appointment 
merely a. matter of domestic con- 
cern to the Federation itself. When 
the “call” was originally extended 
to Rabbi Swift, four months ago, 
the lay leaders of the Federation 
expressed the hope that their new 


Principal Rabbi would be active in 


promoting co-operation: with the 
ecclesiastical heads of other 
Orthodox sections of Anglo-Jewry, 
in the over-all interest of the reli- 
gious welfare of the community as 
a whole. As will be seen from our 
report of this week’s_ installation 
ceremonies, Rabbi Swift himself 
has now given eloquent expression 
to his own desire for such co-opera- 


tion. His sentiments were signifi- | 


cantly underlined by the several 
distinguished ecclesiastical and lay 


leaders—representing . different sec- ° 


tions of the Orthodox -community 
—who spoke on the same occasion. 
This consensus of opinion, from the 
Chief Rabbi downwards, makes 
an auspicious start for Rabbi 
Swift’s assumption of his important 
office, and the community will 
expect words to be reinforced by 
action on the part of all concerned, 
so. that mutual 
tolerance may ensure common 
measures of co-operation for the 
well-being of all. 


WIENER LIBRARY 


On page 15 appears an article 
on the work and activities of the 
Wiener Library. This unique col- 
lection was begun in Amsterdam 
in. 1934, its basis being a library 
of books which Dr. Alfred Wiener 
had brought from Berlin. 


its establishment in London in 


1939 it has rightly become famous. 
both in this country and through-_ 


out the world. The objects of 
this renowned library and research 
institute are so well known as to 
need no elaboration. Their vital 
importance for all who are con- 


‘cerned with communal: work and 
Jewish affairs. cannot 


be over- 
estimated. It would be a calamity 
if the work of this great institution 
were in any way to be interrupted 
or curtailed. Yet such is the dis- 
aster that threatens unless it can 
quickly find new premises. As is 
explained in the article, it must 
leave its present building in Man- 
chester Square, owing to a rebuild- 
ing scheme in that area. Alterna- 
tive accommodation is, therefore, 
imperative, but none, despite dili- 
gent search, has yet. been found. 
If a suitable building cannot be 
discovered in the area where it’ is 
now housed—and where accom- 
modation is particularly scarce to 
find—there would seem to be no 
reason why it should not remove 
to a more outlying part of the 
Metropolis. The British Museum 
Newspaper Library, for example, 
operates very efficiently in Colin- 
dale, in the North-Western suburbs 
of London. ‘Anyone who can 
assist in finding the Wiener Library 
a new home will be rendering a 
real public service.

Shechita in the House 


TS not often that a_ speech 

decides the issue of a Parlia- 

mentary debate. But I have no 
doubt that Sir Henry d’Avigdor 
Goldsmid’s intervention last week 
was responsible for the defeat of 
Mr. Crouch’s anti-shechita pro- 
posals. The fact that both mover 
and opposer were Conservatives 
raised the issue above Party politics. 
More. important,. however, in 
securing an objective assessment of 
shechita was the civilised manner 
and rational content of Goldsmid’s 
speech compared with the bucolic 
extravagances of Mr. Crouch. 

Some of Mr, Crouch’s best. friends 
might have told him that his tradijional 
genuflexion to propriety—"“I. have 
many Jewish friends have 
weakened rather than strengthened the 
assertion that he was not an anti- 
semite. It is a fact, nevertheless, that 
Mr. Crouch is not an antisemite and 
is moved solely by humane considera- 
tions. That cannot be said of some of 
his supporters, whose patterns of 
svmpathy—pro-flogging, pro-Black- 
shirt, and, in one case, pro-Strasser— 
suggest that their opposition to 
shechita springs less from a_ love 
of animals than from a dislike of 
Jews; 

The broad interests of those who 
voted Aye could readily be seen in the 
Division: lobby——the genuine humani- 
tarians (including both pacifists and 
vegetarians) rubbed shoulders with the 
sub-amtisemites. A sub-antisemite, in 
my definition, is one who out of 
prudence or expediency does not dis- 


close his:or her antisemitism until the 


occasion. arises when an anti-Jewish 
action: can be taken under the mask 
of. some ostensibly moral purpose. 
What nobler cause could there be than 
the defence of God’s dumb creatures? 


Decisive Intervention!

Secondary Schools Movement Defended 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,~—-At ‘Sunday’s. meeting of. the 
Board of Deputies | tried unsuccess- 
fully to “catch the President’s eye ” 


in an effort to reply to the wrongful 
charges which Dr. Fox has levelled.

Krieke, a shochet, of Dorchester Avenue, Prestwich, lost his claim, with

The plaintiff, who alleged that the Board had defrauded him into 
disposing of his slaughter-yard, sued Mr. Samuel Davies, Mr. Lawrence

Giving judgment, Mr. Justice 
untrue that the Shechita Board have 
acted fraudulently or dishonestly in 
any way im this mater. It seems to 
me, on the contrary, that they have 
gone out of their way to help the 
plaintiff. It is not their fault if 
their efforts have vielded no perma- 
nent result.” He concluded : “ Indeed, 
the dishonest feature im this case 1s 
the bringing of this action, and it is 
dismissed. with costs.” He ordered 
that £250, paid into court by plaintiff 
as security for the defence costs, 
should be paid out to the defence. 

Mr. Krieke’s case was presented by 
Mr. R. H. Forrest, Q.C., Recorder of 
Salford. Mr. Daniel Brabin, Q.C., 
appeared for the Shechita Board. 

Mr. Forrest said that the plaintiff, who 
had long. desired to obtain the Board’s 
diploma as a Slaughterer, did not. get 
a licence, because he had acted as a 
pouliry slaughtérer in competition with 
the Board.

Result of 1950 Litigation 


Recalling the 1950 litigation, counsel 
said the action lasted two days, and Mr. 
Krieke lost his claim, As a result he was 
made bankrupt, but he still continued 
in. business. His case was that had he 
known in February, 1938, his applica- 
tion for a licence had been refused he 
would never have gone on with the trans- 
action regarding his poultry-yard. The 
mere fact that at some later date he did 
succeed in getling a licence did not. alie 
the position. 

Asked how. plaintiff. was worse off 
today as a result, Mr. Forrest said: “ He 
had to pay out money to his brother -for 
the poultry-yard, and instead of being 
a Shochet in 1939 he worked’ for. years 
for the Shechita. Board. as a sealer at 
10s. a week. instead of making a 
profit of ten guineas 4 week on his own.

WAR CEMETERIES IN THE 


MIDDLE EAST 


The movements in Egypt of some of 
the officials of the. Imperial War 
Graves Commission have ~— been 
restricted by the Egyptian Govern- 
ment. Political conditions. in Syria 
have also recently made it difficult for 
the Commission's officials there to 
carry on normally. It is, however, 
only in these two countries that the 
Commission’s work has been affected 
during the emergency. 

Access to cemeteries in the Suez Canal 
Zone and in the vicinity of Gaza 1s at 
present denied to the Commission's staff. 
Elsewhere in Egypt—for example in 
Cairo and Alexandria and at Ei Alamein 
—reports indicate that the cemeteries are 
unaffected and normal maintenance con- 
tinues. Information has, however, reached 
the Commission that the Suez War 
Cemetery was recently damaged con. 
siderably by a. mob. The Commonwealth 
Governments have been informed of this 
report and representations are being made 
to the Egyptian Government.

“The Essential Grammar School” 
(Harrap, 7s. 6d.) by H, A. Rée, headmaster 
of Watford Grammar School and a well- 
known broadcaster, is a suitable com- 
panion study to that on modern second- 
ary schools, discussed in these columns 
last week. 

The author is a vigorous champion of 
ithe grammar school: and in this short 
work he ably expounds its aims and dis- 
cusses its work. He observes that in the 


immediate post-war years the grammar - 


school was caught between two fires : the 
new secondary modern schools and the 
projected comprehensive schools, and the 
public hools.

WHAT 


IS PROGRESSIVE 


JUDAISM ? 


By JOHN D. RAYNER 


HE recent proposal to hold 

“Reform” services in Jeru- 

salem revived an old con- 
troversy, and in the course of it 
oid accusations were repeated. 
Reform Judaism has been 
denounced as a religion of con- 
venience, aS an imitation of Chris- 
tianity, as the product of a decadent 
Diaspora, and even as not Jewish 
at all. These accusations are 
naturally painful to those who 
believe in Reform Judaism, and 
even more painful is the uncharit- 
able spirit in which they are made. 
i would seem that the splendid 
rabbinic principle “Judge every 
man in the scale of merit.” (Avot, 
6) is cast to the winds when it 
comes to religious controversy. 


Discussion Welcomed 


Reform Jews do not expect others’ 


to agree with them: indeed, they 
would welcome’ a reasoned discussion 
of their differences ;.- but they do 
expect that those who criticise them 
shall have the courtesy (a) of respect- 
ing the integrity of their motives, and 
ib) of obtaining some knowledge of 
the facts.

Eventually. these services were

Temples affiliated to the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, In 
England the first steps were taken in 
1840. and led to the establishment of 
the West London Synagogue of British 
Jews. This is now the mother-con- 
gregation of the Association of Syna- 
im .Great Britain. which, 
though commonly referred to as 

Reform,” represents a slightly more 
conservative approach than that of 
the American Reform movement. 
Rather more in line with the latter 
is the Union of: Liberal and Provres- 
sive. Synagogues. = Its history goes 
back to 1902 when the Hon. Lily H. 
Montagu and the late Dr. C. G. 
Montefiore, at first with the co-opera- 
tion of some Orthodox ministers. 
founded what was then called the 
Jewish Religious Union. 

It will therefore be seen that. 
whereas in most countries the terms 
Reform”. and “ Liberal” are used 
interchangeably and synonymously. in 
England, for historical reasons. they 
describe two separate organisations 
with some divergence in outlook and 
approach. The term Progressive 
was chosen when. in 1926. un inter- 
national association of Liberal. and 
Reform congregations was. founded: 


the World Union for Progressive 

Judaism. 
‘Distinctive Features 

What. then. ate. the distinctive 


features of Progressive Judaism, and 
closely related question-~what are 
the motives which: led to estab- 
lishment ? Let me begin with the 
motives. Naturally, an. individual 
who joins a Progressive congregation 
may have all sorts of motives. worthy 
or unworthy. But. tor. the leaders 
there have always been two. primary 
motives. In. the first. place, 
wanted to evolve for themselves, and 
for others of like mind. a Judaism 
in. which they could believe without 
intellectual reservation. which the, 
could’ practise with sincerity.” which 
they could teach their children with- 
out apologetic casuistry. and of which 
they. could feel wholly proud. © For 
them . Orthodox. Judaism did -not 
satisfy these conditions : and whether 
it was Orthodox. Judaism's fault or 
their own does: not. matter for the 
In. the second place 


they wanted to perpetuate and 
Strengthen Judaism itsel! They. felt 
sure that only a reformed Judaism 


could win back: for the Jewish com- 
munity the hundreds. and thousands 
of Jews who were drifting away. from 
it and who might do so in the future: 
and this expectation, has. been. proved 


acknowledged. 

The distinctive principles of. Pro- 

gressive Judaism may be summarised 

briefly as follows : : 
Source of Guidance 

(1) The. Jewish

(2?) The Bible and» Talmud: are. ihe

(3) The writers of. the Bible were 
divinely. inspired, but not necessarily in 
their ulterances:. certainly some. 
their utterances do nol possess 
manent. validity, | 

(4) God’s revelation is not confined (o 
one time place, or io one people, 
but is granted in varying degree to all 
who sincerely seek it. 

(5) Historical and. literary quesuions, 
for example about the authorship and 


. composition of the various Books o! ‘he 


Bible, must be decided in ine light of 
modern scientific scholarship, and not by 
appeal. to. the. authoriity.of (B) 
this test the traditional belicf in the 
Mosaic authorship of the Peniaicuch 1s 
no longer tenable.) 

(6) The Jews are a people of religion 
whose mission it is to influence mankind 
and to lead it towards the Perfect 
(** Messianic”) Age... this concep- 
tion there is no need, and no room, lor 
the traditional belief the ultimate 
re-establishment of the Davidic Com- 
monwealth with its Temple and Messiah- 
King. | 

(7) Judaism is a universal religion in 
the sense that it is open to al! who wish 
sincerely to embrace it; and also in ‘he 
sense that it is—in principle—equally at 
home in all Jands. 


(8) Men and women are entitied to. 


the same status in religion. This requires 
equal participation in synagogue life and 
certain changes in marriage law. li also 
requires that Barmitzvah, or Conlirma- 
tion, be extended to girls. 

(9) It goes without saying that only 
those prayers may be reciied in which 
the worshippers sincerely believe. Con- 
sequently, certain prayers, such as those 
for the resumption of the sacrificial cult, 
are omitted from Progressive Jewish 


Prayer Books, while some new prayers 


are added. 
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(10) It is vitally important that the 
services should be understood by the 
worshippers: and as the modern Jewish 
congregation cannot reasonably be 
expected to be completely fluent in 
Hebrew, this means that the services 
must be conducted partly in the 
vernacular, 

These statements show some of the 
respects in which Progressive Judaism 
differs from Orthodox Judaism. © But 
they should not obscure the common 
ground which—from the Progressive 
point of view at least—far outweighs 
the differences. After all. the theologs 
of Progressive Judaism is the theologs 
of Judaism , its ethics is the ethics of 
Judaism; its observances are the 
Observances of Judaism : its literature 
is the literature of Judaism: its histor. 
is the history of Judaism, And. above 


all, its basic purpose is to perpetuate 


and strengthen (even while purifying 
and embellishing, as those who sub- 
scribe to it believe) the historic Jewish 
Faith and its custodian. the Jewish

Two Noteworthy Records

THEY LIVED TO 100 
Some More Jewish Centenarians 


To the Editor of THe Jewitsu CHRonicLe 


Sirn,—-The admirable article by 
Mrs. Beth-Zion Abrahams. in your 
last issue, and her list of cen- 
tenarians, by no means complete, 
was extremely interesting. May | add 
just a few more to her list”? 


At the Plashet cemetery. section D, 
row 33, there is the tombsionc of 
Abigail Polack. who died at 18 Blen- 
heim Road, Chelsea, on January 12, 
1902, aged 102. She was the widow of 
Mark Polack. of Great Alic Sireei. a 
son of Meyer Polack. the tailor. The 
latter was a brother of the well-known 
Ephraim Polack, the tailor, of Mansell 
Street, who was also a noted Chazan, 
and who dicd in 1812. Meyer and 
Ephraim Polack were cousins of Edward 
Moses, of Dover, wbo adopted the sur- 
name of Goldsmid on marrying a grand- 
daughter of Aaron Goldsmid, becoming 
the grandfather of Colone! A. E. Gold- 
smid, the founder of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade. 

Abigail Polack was the daughier of 
Mr. Joseph. of Drury Lane. a founder 
of the Maiden Lane Synagogue, in 
which she was married to Mark Polack. 

On. February 25,. 1901, her 10tst 
birthday, she said to a representative of 
THe Jewish CHuronicre: “1 fasted: last 
Yom Kippur the whole day. I took my 
fast on egg and brandy. and L broke it 
on egg*and brandy, and though 
alone the whole day I never felt beiter 
my But. unlike most cén- 


tenarians, she did not give her recipe 
for longevity, though she preserved her 
fatulites to the last. 

The late Lucien Wolf (Essays on 
Jewish History, 226) gives us a few 
details of Eva Raphael, who lived 105 
years, being born in London 1688-89. 
and died in Oxford in 1793-94. She was 
the daughier of a Dr. Raphael, profes- 
sor of music, who came to England in 
the reign of Charles I]. At the age of 
twelve she married her first husband, Mr. 
Davis, and at the age of twenty-one she 
married her second, of the name. of 
Barnett. Her daughier, Sarah Barnett, 
who married Henry Isaacs, of Oxford, 
in 1762, had twenty children. Apart 
from these few details by Lucien Wolf, 
liitle is known of this centenarian. 

At the old Brady Street cemetery, 
some years ago, I made a note of a 
tombstone inscription (which I 
deciphered with some difficulty) that 
covers the remains of another cen- 
tenarian,. Nathan Moses. He died in 
1799. “ aged -107 years and ‘6 months.” 
Also at this cemetery ts a tombstone 
erected in memory of Joseph Levy (not 
to be confused with the centenarian of 
a similar name dealt with by Mrs. 
Abrahams in her article), who died in 


1835, aged 103. He is buried next to— 


his wife, Ann Levy, aged 91.- 

These are but a few additions to the 
roll of Anglo-Jewish centenarians, and, 
with further research, the »“ longevits 
list’ could, I am_ sure, be lengihened 


considerably.

AND MAX BROD 
Composer’s Debt of Gratitude 


To the Editor-of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In view of. the delightful 
production at Covent Garden of 
Janacek’s opera “ Jenufa” under the 


congenial conductorship of Rafael 
Kubelik, it may be of interest to some 
of your readers that the first champion 
of Janacek as a composer of. inter- 


national standing was the Jewish 
writer Max Brod. 
As a young man ané@ fervent Jewish 


before the First World War, 
in Austria more than forty years ago, 
Brod and his friends. took a special 
interest in works of ari in which the 
creative nationalism of oppressed peoples 
found 
attracted by Czech music, which had not 
reached international recognition, apart 


irom some works by Smetana and 
Dvorak. It seemed a natural alliance that 
Jewish nationalism—at that time itself 


full of intellectual and spiritual tension—- 
should support an art based on national 


folk-lore. 


self-expression. Brod was. 


Brod was at that time already a writer 
of some fame in Central Europe, and he 
always lent his support whole-heartedly 
to unknown men of genius whom he 
discovered,”’ the most spectacular case 
in point being, of course, Franz Kafka. 
On the occasion of the London per- 
formance of “ Jenufa,” Peterborough ”’ 
wrote im the DaiLy “TELEGRAPH -of this 

belated premitre’’ that the opera's 
success in 1916 “‘ was largely Que to the 
efforts of a stranger who heard the music 
by chance and determined that it should 
be performed.” In fairness, it should 
be stated that this stran,cr was Max 
Brod, who was so enthusiastic about 
Janacek that he forced the shy composer, 
thirty years his senior, to step forth into 


the public : Brod himself took care of 
the score and persuadeg the then 
Imperial Opera in Vienna to give 


* Jenufa”’ a hearing, for which purpose 
Brod translated the libretto into German. 
This. was the beginning of Jandacck’s 
fame.

GUIDE TO JUDAISM

A Guide to Jewish Knowledge. By 
CHAIM PEARL and REUBEN S. BROOKES. 
Jewish Chronicle Publications. 10s. 6d.

Time was when the ceremonies of 
Judaism were practised in the home. 


The Luach (Calendar) regarding Sab-. 


bath. Festivals, Minor Feasts and 
Fasts. was common, knowledge. — In 
those days lessons in the laimud 
Torah were devoted to the substance 
of Judaism, TFonach, Mishna, and 
Shulchan Aruch, Today much time in 
the classes has to be given to the 
teaching of the ceremonies of Judaism 
which the children do not see in the 
home. Many parents do not have the 
“know-how. Children who were 
between seven and twelve years. of 
age at the outbreak of war in 1939 
were evacuated from the main centres. 
and at best. received only an impro- 
vised Jewish education. Today they 
are the men and women of from 25 
to 30 vears of age, the parents of the 


next generation of Anglo-Jewry. Are | 


they capable of fulfilling 
responsibility in the home ? 

Those concerned with Jewish educa- 
tion. are indeed anxious to foster 
elementary education for parents. as 
well. as for children. Both must have a 
working knowledge of the Hebrew 
language’ and learn the essentials of 
Judaism. It 1s generally agreed that 
one of the basic tasks is the provision 
of textbooks for use in the home and 
classroom. 
come by. There is stil extant M. 
Friedlander’s “ Text) Book of the 
Jewish Religion,” which has been a fine 
“cram book "in its day. Other works

have dealt) with. specialised subjects, 


but their treatment rules them out. as 
text-books, It is, therefore. a pleasure 
to welcome a new: work. in this-field. 


For Home and Classroom 


Dr.. Chaim Pearl and the Rev. 
Reuben Brookes have ‘a_ sense of 
mission aS pastors and teachers which 
puts aS much emphasis on the class- 
room as the pulpit. Hence their capa- 
city to produce, within its limits, a 
really sound book which will assist 
child and youth, parent. and teacher. 
Of its many pleasing.features, mention 
must be made-of the treatment. layout, 
printing. and paper. all of which are 
excellent, though a few errors in 
Hebrew vocalisation have crept in. 
The whole field of Judaism. obser- 
vance, sources, history. and. theology 
are treated in seventeen sections which 
follow a logical. order. Very com- 
mendable are the bold marginal head- 
ings in Hebrew and English accom- 
panying the paragraphs, This is a

method which makes for quick learn- 
ing, reference, and revision. 

the field they have covered is vast. 
yet differences of view in regard to 
treatment are few.

History of the Second World War: 


The Mediterranean and Middle East. 
Vol. H. By I. §

. This second volume of the history 
of the war in the Middle -East takes 
up the story at the landing of German 
troops in North Africa. describes 
their swift. capture of. Cyrenaica, and 
then goes on to deal with the cam- 
Paigns in. Greece and Crete, and with 
the operations in Iraq and Syria which 
secured these countries’ against the 
Nazis and their local: sympathisers. 
The volume ends with the final cam- 
Pdign against. the Italians in East 
Africa in ‘November, 1941. - Fhe 
authors maintain. the excellent. stan- 
dard set in Volume 1. They weave 


together into’ a coherent. and _fast-. 


moving picture the strategic preoccu- 
Pations of the British commanders, the 
problems. of manpower supply 
with which they had to contend. and 
the battles which were fought. on. land, 
at sea, and in the air. | 
On one point the authors remain 
silent where they could profitably 
have given their views. Following the 
flight of Rashid Ali from Baghdad at 


the end of May. 1941. the Moslem - 


Mob. sometimes assisted by the police. 
for iwo days and a night looted and 
destroyed Jewish property. and mur- 
dered some two hundred Jews. All 
that the authors have to say of this 
episode is that “the Regent returned 
to Baghdad on Ist June and during 
the next few days there was serious 
roting in the city:’ They do not

In. their account. of these: events, 
Miss Stark and Mr. de Chair attribute 
this leniency .to the influence of the 
British Embassy in Baghdad. Could 
the abstention from dealing with the 
looters. and the murderers. be attri- 
buted to the same influence’? Else- 
where in their history. the authors 
have much that: is. important. and 
enlightening to say about the relation 
hetween the civilian and.the military 
mind..and it is regrettable that they 
have refrained from giving: us the 
benefit of their considered judgment 
‘n this particular instance. They could 
erhaps have indicated what benents 
were expected, and what benefits did 
infact follow from the refusal to 
prevent so much bloodshed and 
wretchedness.

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A SIBERIAN ZIONIST 
My Siberian Life. By M. A. 
NOVOMEYSKY, Max Parrish. 24s.

Probably very few of those to whom 
the name of Mr. Novomevsky is 
familiar as the founder of the potash 
industry in Israel would suspect that 
he had had a very exciting and 
dangerous past as a revolutionary in 
Russia. His book is a remarkable 
revelation of the life that he led in his 
youth and early manheod in. Siberia 
and of his friendly contacts with many 
of the leading figures in the revolu- 
tionary: movements in the former 
Tsarist Empire. -He was born over 
Seventy years ago, in the little town of 
Barguzin, near Lake Baikal, which had 
been selected by the Tsarist Govern- 
ment as a place of exile for the most 
important political offenders, His 
paternal grandfather was arrested in 
the small town of Novo Miasto (hence 
his surname), near the Prussian 
frontier, for having given help to 
Polish rebels) and concealed them 
during the Polish Revolt of 1830-31, 
and after spending many months tn 
Russian prisons was exiled to 
Barguzin, 4.000 miles away: 
Novomeysky's. maternal great-grand- 
father, who was a Hebrew scholar 
from Odessa. owed his exile to the 
Same place to some Jewish opponents 
with whom he had a communal 
quarrel, and whe denounced him to the 
authorities,

The First Jewish Postage 
‘Stamps

Although the Jewish National 
Fund and other organisations in 
Great Britain and on the Continent 
issued adhesive labels. many years 
ago fone of the earliest is dated 1842 
and was sold in. Austria for 10 
kreuzer), these labels were to denote 
contributions to charities and had no 
postal. validity; consequently they 
have ng place in a collection of 
postage stamps 

The first Jewish stamp, which, it is 
beheved, denoted ihe payment of a. fee 
for postal delivery. was wmsued at Rishon-

about this stamp, of which a specimen 
is Hiustrated. but it was recorded in a 
German stamp magazine in 1905. The

cancellation shown on the stamp reads 
* Rischon-L’Zion—Par Poste .- Autri- 
chienne,” and is. thought that. the 
fee charged by a mes- 
senger for collecting letters from Rishon- 
Zion’ delivermmg them. to the 
Ausirian post office at Jaffa. 

A few years later. an arrangement. of 
this kind -was operation at. Petah 
Tiqya. where. a  .Mr.. Goldenhirsch, 
Chairman -. of he local Council, 
co-operated with the Austrian postal 
authoritics.. who agreed to handle. all 
inland mail without charge, provided 
that every letter bore a Petah  Tiava 
stamp. In return, all overseas. mail 
from that stilement was to be sent 
through the Ausinan post office and had 
to be franked with Ausitian siamps. 
After a time an, Austrian post office was 
to. be set up at Petah Thava. 

The stamp, which is less rate than the 
issue of Rishon-l'Zion, alihough by no 
means common, depicis an orange tree 
anda plough. and was. sold at 14 paras, 
all. of which went to the Council. The 
design was printed in black and orange, 
and cancellation was effected by a cir- 
cular handstamp, usually applied in red, 
with the name of the setticment im 
Hebrew and. Latin. charactérs, and a 
Magen David in the centre. 

After about a vear the Turks sup- 
pressed’ the post and established their 
own office at Peétah Tiqva.

You may have heard’ that: owing to 
the trouble over the Suez Canal. it has 
been suggested that an alternative 
Canal or at least a pipeline be built 
across Israel from Elath, which is 
Israel's outlet to the Red Seca and 
hence to the Indian Ocean King 
Solomon made use of Elath as a 
port for his fleets. which sailed to 
Arabia, Ethiopia, and India.

2,000 REFUGEES FOR U.S.A. 


Hias Aid For Hungarian Jews 


From our Own Correspondent 


New York 


At least 2,000 Jews will be among 


the 21,500 Hungarian refugees who are 
to be admitted to the United States, 
according to Mr. Murray I. Gurfein, 
President of United Hias Service. 

Mr. Gurfeia said that his organisation 
had trebled its staff in Austria to cope 
with the Hungarian Jewish refugee pro- 
blem. The refugees. he added, were 
expected to number about 10,000 by the 
end of the year. To meet the emergency, 
the ‘agency has reopened its offices in 


Salzburg and Linze. In those towns and. 


at its Vienna bureau it had so far 
registered 6,000 persons to 
emigrate to Canada, Australia, Latin 
America, the United States, and other 
countries. 

Up to the present, Mr. Gurfein, said. 
about 700 Jews had been helped by 
United Hias to leave Austria, 400 kad 
gone to the United States, and of those 
about 150 were still being fed and 
shelicred by United Hias in preparation 


for their ultimate settlement in various 


communities. 

A New York Jewish business man, Mr. 
Paul Fried, has arranged for the 
emigration to the United States of 39 
Hungarian Jewish refugees, including 19 
members of his family.
